EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Amend Claim 1 to read as follows ~A flashlight mount for a rifle having a barrel and a 
mounting rail coupled to the barrel, the flashlight mount comprising (1) a frame having a bore 
for receiving a flashlight, said frame defining a substantially flattened bottom surface and an 
outwardly extending flange at each end of said frame; and (2) a base for mounting the frame 
along the mounting rail, said base being distanced from the frame, creating a finger-receiving 
aperture therebetween. — 

Cancel Claim 5. 

In Claim 7, delete "claim 5" and insert --claim 1— ; 
Cancel Claim 8; 

In Claim 9, delete "claim 8" and insert —claim 3—; 
In Claim 13, delete "claim 5" and insert —claim 1—; 

In Claim 16, line 1 delete "mounting" and insert -forming-; line 3 after "surface and" 
insert -an outwardly extending flange at each end; preparing-.

2. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, and 9-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not anticipate the claimed flashlight mount for a rifle having a mounting rail coupled 
to the barrel, comprising a frame having a bore for receiving a flashlight, a flattened bottom 
surface and an outwardly extending flange at each end; and a base, distanced from the frame, 
creating a finger-receiving aperture therebetween, for mounting along the mounting. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
